PROPOSED IMPROVEMENTS FOR 
LAND SURVEYS AND TITLE TRANSFERS 


The transfer real estate the United States surrounded difficulties 
out all proportion the values involved. particularly obvious when 
comparison made with the transfer any other form wealth. The 
unnecessary costs and delays, the investigations, surveys, and uncertainties 
boundary location, the prolonged procedure used proving title—all tend 
reduce the negotiability real property and damage its value. 

Surveying equipment, skill, and procedure have been developed which 
give results far beyond the accuracy required eliminate boundary difficulties, 
and methods recording title have already been successfully employed which 
eliminate delays title search. appears the writer that the time has 
come for surveyors and title examiner combine joint effort find 
ways and means for employing these excellent tools already hand. 

The uncertainties boundary location are caused basically by: (a) lack 
permanent, recognized, and correlated monuments from which surveys may 
originate; (b) increasing land values with provision for more accurate 
surveys; (c) faulty descriptions (not erroneous); (d) blunders description 
and surveys; and (e) the rules adverse possession force where accurate 
surveys and proper title records eliminate their usefulness. 

The difficulties title search are caused by: (a) The many and ever- 
increasing sources information and records that must studied; and (b) 
recurrent study the same information and records. 

eliminate these difficulties the writer 

(1) The establishment State Systems plane co-ordinates; 

(2) public officer aid in, and permanently record, the determination 
boundary lines for properties above assessed unit value;

INTRODUCTION 


One the primary elements civilization the dedication land areas 
definite purposes. Devices for maintaining life, reducing labor, regulating 
men’s relationships, providing enjoyment, protecting spiritual values cannot 
developed used without the assignment land. When the purpose 
the dedication becomes clouded, when the delineation areas becomes 
vague, such confusion arises that progress threatened. These truths areso 
fundamental that they are accepted without question. They are well 
ognized that the first step upon the occupation new territory the assign- 
ment division land. They are immutably fixed men’s minds that 
wholesale disregard them never contemplated. 

Wherever the principle private ownership obtains, possession land 
carries with the right direct the use the land under certain restrictions. 
therefore important, progress expected, that ownership and the 
limits ownership shall clearly defined. 

follows that land ownership must matter public record, and that 
therefore must function government maintain these public records. 
Not only must the records show who are the owners the various land parcels 
and the conditions ownership, but they must also clearly define the bound- 
aries the holdings. land have its greatest value, must readily 
negotiable. Therefore, the public records must quickly available and 
unimpeachable accuracy. Each State must insure through legislative enact- 
ment that such conditions shall obtain, confusion and serious economic loss 
are avoided. 

How far has the United States progressed toward this goal? Unfortunately, 
all the States, records title and liens affecting title are not only difficult 
access but often require expert find them. They are frequently in- 
consistent with each other that unless the title examiner’s opinion accepted, 
court decree necessary bring them into agreement temporarily. 

Are the conditions the records location any better? the contrary, 
they are frequently worse. Recognition position usually based hear- 
say, while size and shape may rest the integrated opinion many indi- 
viduals. Under these conditions can hardly supposed that the parcels 
presumably owned will fit the existing ground, that the location single 
parcel can independently determined. land surveyor realizes this. 
Furthermore, the systems recording are archaic, inadequate, and imprac- 
tical. Obviously, therefore, the time has come for change.

also one their functions, they should take the lead initiating steps bring 
about betterments. Furthermore, the locating property intimately

BouNDARY LOCATION 


Whatever function land surveyor called upon perform, must first 
locate the boundaries parcel land, even subdivision required. 
can locate one corner and the direction one line extending from that 
corner, large portion his difficulties are overcome. aid him, the de- 
scription the parcel recorded the deed probably available. this 
description not independent, but based some other division the land, 
must resort the earlier description. Sooner later must find men- 
tion point beginning and some description it. this point 
natural artificial monument, fortunate, provided check measurements 
made from other points believes correct prove that the monument 
its original position. 

Frequently the point beginning not marked, but described being 
many feet along the center line boundary public highway from some 
other public line. unusual either these lines can found. 
over, the surveyor never sure that the present locations these public lines, 
his best judgment where they should will agree with the 
location assumed the person who first described the point beginning. 
other words, more evidence must brought bear besides that found 
the deed itself; and many elements must considered each case that 
more judgment than skill often required establish even the initial point 
and direction. 

overcome this difficulty, recognized official survey positions must 
provided which property can described and relocated. Systems 
official monuments must established and inter-connected accurate sur- 
veys that each monument witnessed all the others. When five six 
monuments constitute the entire system, balanced traverse loop will tie them

possible, the co-ordinates street intersections should given the plat. 
The title examiner will then have more information for tracing the title, and 
the public property will better protected. 

But when more than one co-ordinate system established, inevitable 
that the systems will extended until they meet, and then confusion will 
result. therefore desirable have few large systems rather than many 
small ones. 


PLANE 


The United States Coast and Geodetic Survey has established system 
plane rectangular co-ordinates for every State the Each system 
composed one more definite mathematical projections which are well 
designed that they can 150 miles wide and any length desired without 
introducing material divergences, due the earth’s curvature, between actual 
measured distances angles and those given the co-ordinate positions. 
The usual maximum divergence one part 000, and for the greater part 
each system the divergence far less. The adaptation these projections 
the various States chiefly the work Adams the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, and the transverse Mercator projection was especially developed 
him for this purpose. 


SUPPLEMENT THE FUNDAMENTAL NET 


use these systems necessary only connect survey with the 
Fundamental Triangulation Net the United States. Wherever Coast and 
Geodetic Survey first- second-order triangulation exists, this can done 
immediately. The geographic positions the triangulation stations can 
reduced plane co-ordinates comparatively simple computation. For 
many triangulation stations the Coast and Geodetic Survey has already made 
these computations. course better amplify the triangulation net 
horizontal control surveys supplemental the Fundamental Net. This can 
done second-order traverse and, plane co-ordinates are used, all reduc- 
tions can made the usual plane surveying methods. Latitudes and 
departures are determined and the adjustment made proportional the 
lengths the courses.

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When control this kind developed, sufficient number control points 
presumably will established each town locality that surveys can 
extended throughout the streets local authorities. 
Each State legislature should pass enabling act, naming and describing 
the State system, that State co-ordinates can used descriptions, and 
can identified simply naming the system. New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
and New York this has already been accomplished. Also, soon possible, 
each State survey bureau should established extend the control 
supervise the establishment control various localities. Such bureaus 
should the repositories control survey data, should disseminate these data 
the public, and should maintain the monuments. Pennsylvania has already 
established such bureau law; and certain other States, control survey 
organizations act this capacity. 
With State co-ordinate system, other legally recorded co-ordinate 
system, the land surveyor has his disposal method establishing point 
beginning and initial direction which can always precisely re-estab- 
lished. Such system should not confused with the Public Land System, 
for which the monuments (except Alaska) are not inter-connected precise 
surveys, and therefore are not susceptible accurate replacement. 
The method describing property under the Public Land System has 
many advantages, particularly tracing title. From the description alone 
previous title holders can identified immediately, procedure requiring 
infinite time and pains for rural districts the East. The description gives 
the approximate location the property, the description the adjoining 
tracts, the approximate area the parcel and means indexing the deeds 
locality. However, impossible define, the description, the precise 
location the property without resort the marks originally established 
the ground. They bear mathematical relation each other except the 
roughest sense. When lost they can seldom replaced their original 
position and without the introduction another survey impossible 
determine rectangular co-ordinates for them. The State Plane Co-ordinate 
Systems provide all the advantages the Public Land System and addition 
provide means defining, precisely, the location the land the ground. 
INCONSISTENT WITH OTHER 
There further difficulty, however. Should the surveyor try mark 
land parcel according its description, very likely that will encroach 
upon fail connect with abutting property. The shapes the parcels 
described the deeds seldom fit together form the original tract from which 
they were separated. The blocks are not the recorded length; the same line 
will have different lengths adjacent lots; old boundary lines long established 


inconsistent positions have become fixed the rules adverse possession, 
and the angles possession are seldom found the deeds. Moreover, the 
adjacent properties are usually indifferently marked the ground that the 
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surveyor completely the dark attempts disregard these incon- 
sistent deeds. 


There are five causes for these inconsistencies: (1) Lack marked, 
ognized, and recorded positions, already discussed; (2) variation land 
values; (3) faulty descriptions (not erroneous); (4) blunders descriptions 
and surveys; and (5) adverse possession (corollary inconsistencies). 

Variation land value very natural reason for inconsistency. Survey 
accuracy directly proportional survey costs. Therefore, farm lands should 
not surveyed with the same accuracy lots. Thus, precise mea- 
surements made business areas usually disclose discrepancies original 
surveys. 

Although there much diverse opinion relative what constitutes proper 
description, from the surveyor’s point view should completely describe the 
size, shape, location, and orientation the actual holdings. such determi- 
nation next impossible, many palliatives have been used, none which 


has been satisfactory. Little reform can expected until the causes incon- 


sistencies are removed. 

Further, there exists definite disagreement purpose descriptions. 
The title examiner needs description which may followed back accurately 
through previous transfers. The surveyor needs description that can 
used mark accurately the present holding. The repetition inaccurate 
description copied from deed deed boon the title examiner, but 
fraught with difficulties for the surveyor. new and accurate description 
presents difficulties for the examiner. Mention the abutters good policy 
and aids both the examiner and surveyor, but without dimensions useful 
only the examiner. seems evident, therefore, that the solution these 
difficulties must satisfy the needs both examiner and surveyor. 

How are these difficulties handled present? the surveyor make 
proper location must make complete survey the field all the existing 
landmarks the original tract city block. must abstract all the deeds 
for this area and, using his best judgment, work out consistent solution which 
will satisfy the deeds, the physical location, and the requirements geometry. 
objections are raised, his location usually stands, and, court action 
ensues, well prepared for defense. 

such procedure, however, the survey work costly indeed. cannot 
all charged against the one parcel located. substance the surveyor 
has worked out the solution for all the lots the tract. Thus has been 
obliged invest considerable fund the area and must protect his 
investment. forced use secret marks that alone can profit 
additional surveys the same area, and must maintain complete office 
record his solution and the marks which show the ground. Actually, 
has created public benefit his work, but this available only when 
employed. 

long surveys are made according his solution and based his 
system marks, difficulties will arise; but this obviously impossible. 
The general public unaware the importance his marks and records and 
will employ any surveyor offering lower bid. The public streets and other 
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properties will not necessarily made agree with his solution and there 
every likelihood that his office will not continue long enough make his 
solution fully effective. 

This leads the second step the reconstruction land surveying 
methods. public office must maintained under the direction able 
land surveyor whose duty see that when deed recorded the descrip- 
tion based accurate survey; that adequate system enduring 
monuments exists mark the property permanently; and, finally, that the 
location consistent with the surrounding holdings. This may appear 
impossibility, but such not the case. Massachusetts, Humphrey, 
Land Court Engineer, performs all these functions for land registered 
the After land court decree, official plat drawn, complete 
that even many years thereafter surveyor entirely unacquainted with the 
area could mark the property. 

The establishment system this kind would immediate and 
important improvement. would necessitate the appointment State 
surveyor-general with deputy each registry office. unnecessary hard- 
ship would created were made obligatory bring all land under the 
system once, certain fee would required cover the costs the 
State. would better require that, order record deed property 
assessed perhaps $75 per front foot, there must attached, lieu 
description, plat the property issued the deputy surveyor-general. 
This would stabilize property lines where the need was greatest, and require 
law only expenditure for surveys which should made any event 
under present conditions. Under this arrangement, the surveys would 
made private surveyors whom the records the deputy surveyor-general 
would available. Their work would checked, done Massachu- 
setts, and any control surveys necessary for solution where inconsistencies 
developed would made the surveyor-general’s staff. Should suit 
brought threatening any location prescribed, the surveyor-general would 
required defend the owner. his records would probably very com- 
plete, unless blunder had been made, his evidence should sufficient 
bring favorable decision. 


ADVERSE POSSESSION 


With State co-ordinate systems, even local co-ordinate systems, officially 
marked, recorded, and maintained proper bureau, the first difficulty 
would eliminated, namely, indefinite initial position and direction. With 
able surveyor-general there would gradual elimination the incon- 
sistencies due to: (1) Previous indefinite points beginning; (2) old surveys 
made when the land had less value; (3) faulty descriptions; and (4) blunders 
surveys and descriptions. 

Adverse possession still remains, however, factor with disruptive possi- 
bilities. based principle major importance. Possession said

overcome this defect and reduce the difficulties connected with title search, 
the Torrens System was devised, and some form has been adopted 
number States. 


SYSTEM 


Briefly, the Torrens System provides the means obtaining certificate 
ownership when petition presented court. The original certificate 
kept the office registry, and duplicate given the owner. This 
certificate complete evidence title. must appear record all 
liens against the property, except Federal liens and recent tax liens. Refer- 
ences are given the proper documents. Liens not appearing are invalid. 
When the property changes hands, new certificate issued upon presentation 
the owner’s certificate and the filing the deed. order procure the 
first certificate, the owner must apply the court. The court appoints 
examiner who makes thorough examination. Upon receiving the examiner’s 
report, all persons possibly interested are cited, and after short interval the 
court holds hearing and issues decree. The recorder immediately issues 
the certificate according the decree. 

The weakness the system twofold. Usually attempt made 
find the location the property, nor register its location. Also the peti- 
tioner bears the cost registration, which more advantage the time 
than ordinary court decree. Although forms the Torrens System have 
been adopted many States, the extent their use negligible spite 
the fact that all the serious difficulties search are eliminated, also 
the fear unknown claims arising. Most the Torrens Acts also establish 
assurance fund protect the petitioner loss incurred. question- 
able whether this proper governmental function should not left 
private title companies.

properly operated title company offers considerably more security than 
the Torrens System. brings about, unofficially, the elimination location 
inconsistencies and arduous title search. Thus the owner usually protected 
against the threat subsequent redetermination his boundaries well 
against any unknown claims arising. Such companies should maintain com-

plete survey records all solutions, well complete abstracts title for 
the tracts land where they operate, although maintenance the survey 
records sometimes left practising surveyor. With these records, loca- 
tion and title search are quickly and accurately performed. 

There assurance, however, that any company will the sole reposi- 
tory all the survey records for any tract. Inconsistencies may arise between 
the solutions two companies. Also, the title company system provides 
means clearing clouded title, and frequently where location solutions, 
title difficulties, require court decree, the costs both the insurance and the 
decree prohibit clearing the title. 

Massachusetts splendid system has been operation since 1898, with 
special court, called the Land Under this plan are included all the 
elements necessary the successful administration land ownership. 


appears that certain elements are necessary improve land surveys and 
title transfers. elements can obtained gradually progressive steps, 
they can created simultaneously: 


(a) first importance are the State Systems Plane Co-ordinates. They 
provide precise initial positions and directions give descriptions definite 
meaning and property definite position. systems require enabling laws, 
and the establishment supplemental control surveys and State survey 
bureau administer them. 

(b) Inconsistencies between deed descriptions may eliminated the 
appointment surveyor-general supervise the surveys and descriptions 
for properties above certain unit value, when the deeds are recorded. 
must make solutions for these inconsistencies each tract required, main- 
tain public records his solutions, and defend his solutions court. 

(c) land court should established; after proper citation interested 
parties, and review examination title, will issue decree which will 
include description approved the surveyor-general, will constitute bar- 
rier any prior inquiry into title, and will filed the office the register 
deeds for public reference. 

(d) Finally, there the question simplification current records. 
Whether this can best handled title registration, title companies, 
appears question. Certainly title company can render more varied 
and comprehensive service. Probably the answer lies the ability, strength, 
and administration the title companies themselves. 


None these essential elements revolutionary especially costly. 
State co-ordinates provide basis for the accurate maps and plans necessary 
for engineering progress, afford method compiling map data for planning 
detail and over large areas, and justify their cost even when used only for 
control for tax maps. 

surveyor-general would perform service which required present. 
would function only bringing under one head all the unco-ordinated 
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efforts many land surveyors privately attempting make solutions for 
boundary tangles, which, effective, must public record. 

The land court only assignment certain the present judiciary 
court which will handle all real estate title matters. has been estimated 
that decree confirm title would cost the State little, nothing, and the 
petitioner about $25 for legal fees. 

Title companies under such system could insure with less risk and there- 
fore for lower fees. The difficulty maintaining their records would 
reduced minimum. 

With these objectives goal and with the concentrated effort all who 
understand these problems and realize their importance, the attainment 
proper methods for land surveys and title transfers cannot far the future 
and the people can look forward with considerable hope that the present 
inadequate, archaic, costly, and wasteful methods determining land owner- 
ship have not long last.

Knowing the evaporation, the under- 
ground flow the lake and the land losses can computed. 


The validity the method has been checked evaporation experiments

The conclusion reached that the evaporation and the underground flow 
are greater, and the land losses are less, than the values that have been generally 
accepted. 


INTRODUCTION 


The hydrology the Great Lakes has been the subject several studies: 
Thomas Russell, the United States Lake Survey (1906); the late John 
Freeman, Past-President and Hon. Am. Soc. (1926); Robert 
Horton, Am. Soc. E., and the late Carl Grunsky, Past-President, 
Am. Soc. (1927); and John Hayford and Folse (1930). Most 
them assumed value for evaporation determined from ordinary land pans; 
Mr. Freeman assumed that the underground flow the lake was zero; all 
their results differed considerably from those obtained the present analysis. 

quantitative analysis the hydrology Lake Superior must account for 
the disposal all the water that enters the main body the lake, for such 
periods time may considered. any given period time, the total 
quantity water that enters the lake, precipitation the surface the lake, 
river flow and underground flow, will equal the evaporation from the 
lake surface plus the flow through St. Marys River, plus the change storage, 
indicated lake levels the same period time. the river flow 
the lake known, and the underground flow the lake can determined, the 
tributary land drainage basin can included the analysis using the rela- 
tionship: Over period several years, the rainfall the land basin equal 
the river flow the lake, plus the underground flow the lake, plus 
the land losses. The term “land losses” includes all land precipitation that 
does not reach the lake; presumably the land losses consist primarily land 
evaporation and transpiration, other vegetative losses.

The period time used most this analysis one calendar month. 
Symbols and all denote quantities water that enter leave 
the main body the lake during the month question. Symbol the 
precipitation the land area for the same month. winter much the 
precipitation remains the surface the ground and does not enter the lake, 
either surface flow underground flow, until the spring thaw. Throughout 
the year, the land precipitation, subject delay before entering the 
lake, due both surface and underground storage effects. For this reason, 
the value for any particular month, obtained Equation (2), will not 
represent the land losses (evaporation and transpiration) which pertain the 
precipitation that particular month, the land losses being that portion the 
precipitation that does not ultimately enter the lake. Over number years, 
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the values for the period will represent the land rainfall that does not reach 
the lake; that is, the land losses, primarily land evaporation and transpiration. 

There are two equations and three unknowns, and rigid solution 
impossible; but making certain assumptions accord with the present 
knowledge the subject (and which, most cases, seem the only reason- 
able assumptions possible, view the evidence) possible arrive 
approximate solution. one unknown determined approximately, rigid 
solution possible for the other two unknowns, although the results necessarily 
cannot more accurate than the approximate determination the first 
unknown. 

far known, none the lakes freezes over entirely the winter. 
evaporation refers the rate evaporation from the part the 
lake that not covered ice. The actual evaporation from lake the 
winter will less than the evaporation amount that 
depends the extent ice that formed.

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EVAPORATION EXPERIMENTS 


The evaporation experiments reported this paper were conducted 
Duluth, Kewaunee, Detroit, and Buffalo, for the purpose providing basis 
for estimating the evaporation from the water surfaces the Great 
order applicable local conditions, effort was made keep the 
temperature the water the pans approximately the same the tempera- 
ture the water the open lakes.

INTRODUCTION 


The siphon spillway has become increasingly popular device for the 
automatic control water-surface elevations. reservoirs maintained for 
recreational purposes, canals, head-water bays hydro-electric power 
plants or, general, wherever close regulation pool elevation necessary, 
such device can used distinct advantage.

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RECONSTRUCTION THE WALPOLE-BELLOWS 
FALLS ARCH BRIDGE 


The three-hinged, open-web, steel, arched highway bridge between the 
Towns Walpole, H., and Bellows Falls, Vt., was one the several crossings 
over the Connecticut River which were seriously damaged during the spring 
flood 1936. For example, Fig. shows the New Hampshire end the 
span, Fig. 1(b), the Vermont end; and Fig. 1(c) detail view the damage 
the bottom chord. apparent that the lower chord sections and the ad- 
jacent web members the up-stream truss below high-water level were 
badly crippled that was necessary close the bridge all vehicular traffic; 
and the responsible authorities were compelled decide between major repairs 
the structure and its replacement with new one. 

This bridge had been service only since 1908, and the steelwork general 
had been carefully maintained that considerable expenditure for repairing 
the damage was warranted. The consulting engineers who designed the 
were called upon submit design for repairs. They formulated 
general plan involving supports near each end, with four along the interior 
the arch, all supported timber pile groups. Detailed plans were prepared, 
and bids were taken for the work this basis. The successful bid ($120 000) 
included all operating hazards and was somewhat excess the anticipated 
costs. The danger element involved this undertaking was relatively high

THE PROBLEM 


the time the structure was built the low-water level was several feet 
below the present pool elevation, but improvements the power development 
facilities the Connecticut River have raised the normal pool its present 
level (Elevation 115.5) foot above the original spring-line pins. The 
depth water now varies from about the abutments about 
mid-channel. Borings taken the abutments and the temporary tower 
sites indicated about mud, sand, and boulders which gradually con- 
solidated into series alternate strata hard sand and gravel depth 
about ft, underlaid with solid rock about below the river- 
bed. The high water during the flood 1936, which caused the damage the 
main span, reached Elevation 125.5 (see Fig. and covered the roadway the 
New Hampshire end the span. 

The direct damage was caused the ice jam which collected back the 
main arch and extended entirely across the river.

These diagonals were compression 
and the verticals were tension. jack upward the tower member (that 
is, apply the increment the tower reaction before the increment tie 
stress was applied) would operate increase the stress these members; but, 
applying the tie-stress increment first, and then applying the tower-load 
increment, would serve reduce these stresses.

Referring the jacking chart Fig. will observed that there are 
two positions plotted for the positions the jack pressures after departing from 
the main thrust line: One for the maximum, and the other for the minimum, 
calculated dead weight the span. When jacking was resumed after the 
floor loads were relieved, the tie jacks were up” increments

The ties 
were then stepped 200-lb jack pressure and was observed that the 
joint the up-stream truss (New Hampshire end) had opened about 
This joint, well all others which the new steel was connected the 
old, had been prepared previously for dismantling replacing the rivets with 
bolts. The down-stream jacks all around were then cut off the lines and the 
up-stream truss was stepped 400 per in. (201 tons), the tie, 
and 300 per in. (136 tons), the tower, and then returned the 
previous position corresponding the down-stream truss. This was simply 
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test movement. Movements the joints that were bolted indicated that the 
members were carrying stress any importance, and consequently the 
stress the trusses between the jacking devices and the ends the span was 
released. The total stretch the ties this point was observed in.; 
and the total rise the span directly over each tower, determined taking 
elevations the floor beams these points, was found The span 
was landed shims this position and the jacks released. The nuts were 
placed back the anchor bolts the Vermont end stabilize the 
structure the falsework and the old steel was completely removed from the 
New Hampshire end. 

The total jacking time required for this work was about including the 
time required for testing the jacking system for leaks, and for checking the 
gages, one against the others. During the first stage the jacking, which 
increased the tie stress 178 tons, the weather conditions were very inclement. 
This stage the work was begun 8:00 A.M. November 10, 1936. The 
day was quite cold, the temperature being approximately 32° and soon after 
the work was started began rain, and continued rain and sleet until 
noon. After noon high wind rose and continued for the remainder the 
day. This made progress with the jacking very slow that evening the 
first stage was only about half completed. Work was continued the follow- 
ing morning; the weather was clear and the temperature was approximately 
20° but was much more favorable than the day before. The remainder 
the jacking necessary bring the tie stress 180 tons was completed 
about hr. After about day required remove the floor load from the 
ends the span the jacking was completed approximately 1.5 hr. Under 
favorable weather conditions the entire jacking operations would have been 
completed about actual jacking time. 

After the removal the old steel the New Hampshire end, the jacks 
the temporary tower the same end were raised about in., rotating the 
span vertically about the old pins the Vermont end and, course, raising 
the jacks the Vermont tower proportionately. The tie jacks the New 
Hampshire end the span were also (that is, the ties were short- 
ened) about in. the up-stream truss and about in. the down-stream 
truss. The tower jacks the up-stream truss, New Hampshire end, were 
then lowered about in. and the bracing rods the tower were adjusted 
the same time means the turnbuckles. The difference in. the 
distance that the ties were shortened relative each other removed most 
the sag the up-stream truss and almost straightened the span vertically, 
bringing back almost plumb. The actual pressures the jacks during this 
set operations naturally did not change except that, the case the tie 
jacks, the tie stresses increased about tons overcome the roller friction. 
The New Hampshire end was free and was simply moved make clearance 
for the erection the new steel. this time also the span was moved down 
stream 2.5 in. the New Hampshire tower and almost 4.5 in. the Vermont 
tower means the steamboat ratchets shown the lower stage bracing 
Fig. This jacking, together with the adjustment various turnbuckles 
the temporary rod bracing, was done simultaneously with the jacking 
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“take the ties. Otherwise doubtful whether the span could have 
been moved far laterally the Vermont tower. 


STEEL ERECTION 


Before removing the old steel the spring-line pins were referenced carefully 
and the center line the structure was established the towers corre- 
spond the skew-backs. There was rumor locally that, during high water 
1927, wash-out had occurred back the New Hampshire abutment, caus- 
ing settle. Careful measurements were made determine the relative 
positions the pins all around, and levels were taken check their elevations. 
was found that the old pins were within in. the same elevation. The 
nominal span was 540 ft, center center the old pins, but the measurements 
taken indicated the up-stream truss pins 540.05 and the down-stream 
pins 539.91 ft, center center—a difference in. The measurements 
also showed that this difference was divided between the two in. 
the New Hampshire abutment and in. the Vermont abutment. 
finding seemed indicate that each abutment had rotated about vertical 
axis causing change span for both trusses. The up-stream truss was 
lengthened in. span and the down-stream truss was shortened in. 
seemed rather improbable since there were cracks the wing walls nor any 
other visible indications settlement; and, since the New Hampshire abut- 
ment (which was supposed have been the one affected) had the least skew, 
further attention was paid the settlement rumor. However, the new 
steel was set with the center line the structure working 
from the referenced position the old pins the down-stream truss es- 
tablish the length the reconstructed span according it. The up-stream 
truss span was shortened in. this manner. 

Before placing the new main members the light-welded steel trusses shown 
Fig. were shored and blocked place serve guides hold the steel 
piles exact position while driving. These trusses were designed for this 
purpose well serve reinforcement for the concrete piers. The weight 
the piers was assumed carried the piles entirely, without any other 
support, although the rip-rap, which the piers were placed and through which 
the piles were driven, was washed off and cleaned mud, diver using 
fire hose. The timber crib shown Section Fig. 12, had been filled 
with rock and capped with concrete some time after the original span was 
completed. The rip-rap aproa around the old crib was cleared away where 
necessary and in. in. timbers were cut away make room for the new 
steel piles. The piles were driven penetration about rock and 
were capped with steel grillages support the forward shoes the new steel 
work. The shoes were set position carefully the grillages, measure- 
ments from the referenced position the old pins. The wood sheet-piling 
was then driven provide forms, and the concrete placed means 
tremie. Anchor bolts 3.5 in. diameter, two for each shoe, were placed the 
shoes and the concrete was poured the bottom the grillages. The posi- 
sions the shoes were checked, the nuts the anchor bolts locked down tight, 
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the steel below the new pins erected, leveled and shimmed place, and the 
skew-back shoes which were fabricated the main thrust member were 
grouted position. The old anchor bolts were left the skew-backs and 
were used provide anchorage for the new steel. The new members were 
then riveted completely and the concrete was poured the floor level the 
concrete encasement shown Fig. calculated loading these steel 
pile groups which consisted four, in. sections was:

The new steel above the pin was erected independently that below, 
cantilever fashion, connecting the old splices both the top and bottom 
chords which were placed conveniently just above Joints and (see Fig. 3).

After the steel the New Hampshire end the span was erected, the 
tower jacks were released lower the New Hampshire end rotating about 
the Vermont pin; and the tie jacks were make the pin holes the 
new steel match. The pins were then driven and the old steel the Vermont 
end was cut away immediately and removed. The span was then raised about 
in. the Vermont tower rotating about the New Hampshire pin and the 
cables taken again make clearance for the new erection had been done 
the opposite end the span. complete the straightening-up process, 
the span was moved down-stream approximately in. farther the Vermont 
tower, the up-stream truss was dropped about in. this point, and the tower 
bracing adjusted. 

The same procedure was followed the erection the steel, and the 
other construction this end the structure, was used the other end. 
When the erection was completed and ready connected, the loads all 
towers and the stresses the ties were picked the jacks and ‘‘weighed in,” 
one truss time. The jack pressures were then plotted the charts (see 
Fig. The up-stream tie jacks picked the stress the tie 100 per 
in. (228 tons); the up-stream tower jacks picked the load 100 per 
in. (168 tons); the tie jacks the down-stream truss picked 100 
per in. (190 tons); and, the tower jacks under this truss picked 
400 per in. (140 tons). Due the fact that several inches snow and 
ice covered the deck the span this time and during the previous month, 
the old asphalt plank flooring had been piled along the up-stream truss, permit- 
ting the old plank sub-floor become thoroughly soaked with water. The 
pressures which the jacks picked the loads were considerably higher than 
those required raise the span the beginning. 

After the loads were weighed the jacks, the span was lowered, rotating 
about the New Hampshire pin, and the ties were released slowly bring 
the pin holes into position for driving. The jack pressures did not change dur- 
ing this operation that the pins were driven the pressures the jacks were 
already charted. 

soon the pins were driven the structure was lowered immediately and 
landed the abutments. Since the up-stream truss was the heavier the 
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two, was started down ahead the other and the pressures the jacks 
controlling were lowered meet those the jacks controlling the down- 
stream truss. The corresponding jacks the two trusses were then thrown 
the same lines and the two trusses were thence brought down unison. 
Thus, the down-stream jacks were off’’ the lines but were held under pres- 
sure, and the tower jacks both ends the up-stream truss were lowered 


simultaneously opening release valve the line while the tie-jack line 
was kept closed and the pressure was permitted the tower jacks 
released the pressure. These jacks were not turned loose but were held under 
control “stepping 200-lb increments. 

the jacks were stepped down the ties gave the load very leisurely, 
accumulating sag between the supporting cross arms until the original initial 
stress the tie was reached. The shims were placed under Tower Members 
(Fig. take the local concentration temporary members away 
from the trusses, and the release valves all jacking lines were thrown wide 
open. The total time required release the jacks and land the span was 
little less than hr. 

Throughout the jacking operations raising the span the towers, 
and again when landing the abutments, peculiar difference between the 
action the tower jacks the two ends was manifest. the stress the tie 
was along the thrust line, the tower jack pressure the end 
the span, where the tie jacks were operation, had pumped the full 
increment pressure, whereas the tower jack pressure the 
drifted automatically exact accordance with the charts, with little 
pumping after the falsework the towers had taken the initial settlement. 
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first this was thought the result excessive settlement the tower 
where the jacking was required; but after switching the jacking procedure 
the opposite end the ties this same peculiar action continued before: The 
jacks the tower, which had been drifting stress was jacked into the tie, 
now had jacked the full increment, and the others, which had previously 
required the full increment jacking, now drifted with the tie stress. The 
same perplexing phenomenon continued when landing the span, with very 
apparent reason for it. 

soon the main span was landed, the approach span was also landed 
back place connecting the bent which supports it, the shoes the 
main span. The temporary steel members were dismantled and removed, 
and the meantime the old floor beams and stringers were replaced make 
ready for the floor. concrete was placed around the new steel members 
above the floor the new piers, shown Fig. 12, but the forms were con- 
structed and made ready for placing the concrete encasing soon the span 
was landed. The old roadway deck which consisted asphalt plank laid 
3-in. wood plank sub-floor was replaced with 3-in. concrete floor and the old 
wooden sidewalk was replaced with 2-in. floor. The old railing, which consisted 
gas pipe, was replaced with modern form construction conform the 
State Highway Department standards. Levels taken over the span after 
the work was completed showed the grade conform uniform curve 
having middle ordinate approximately in. and the floor beams were all 


practically level, the maximum difference the elevation the ends any 
floor beam being only in.

WorKING CONDITIONS 


The weather conditions the time this work was progress were very 
erratic and generally unfavorable. The late fall and winter seasons began 
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quite cold and before the first December the river was frozen over with ice 
approximately in. thick. About this time became necessary lower the 
pool level reach the old steel around the skew-backs. This broke the ice 
along the shores but caused serious trouble and the ice quickly sealed 
the cold weather continued. About December with several inches snow 
the Connecticut River basin, the temperature rose suddenly and three 
days the precipitation was reported variously 3in.to4in. Under the effects 
this rise temperature and the rain, the ice broke loose the river above 
the pool level and began move down stream quite the skillful 
manipulation the rolling lift gates the dam the engineers the power 
company were able hold this check and permit the State forces con- 
struct ice fender shield the Vermont tower. Fig. view the Ver- 
mont end immediately after the ice had passed down the river. broke loose 
about 300 above the bridge, and the lower edge the ice can seen below 
the bottom chord the truss. The ice still intact around the falsework 
due the protection the fender. Since there was fender protect the 
New Hampshire tower, the gates were kept closed that end the dam, 
hold the ice and throw the current the main channel the opposite side, 
discharging the ice past the tower which was protected the fender. This 
was successful that was decided that would not necessary build 
fender protect the New Hampshire tower. 


CONCLUSION 


This project somewhat novel the history arch-bridge construction, 
was the design and erection the original The magnitude this 
undertaking was means measured the quantity new material in- 
volved; nor was measured the cost the project. The cost new 
structure scarcely criterion the amount the work incident the plan- 
ning and careful procedure which was necessary, and although the final cost 
was approximately three times the original cost the superstructure, new 
span would have cost several times the amount the repairs and, addition, 
the cost and hazard removing the old structure would have taken into 
consideration. Because the depth the pool this point and possible 
damage adjacent property, the removal the old span stood the 
beginning repair operations would have been quite problem and undoubt- 
edly would have cost least half much the proposed repairs. 

The load capacity the span adequate for the location. The arch trusses 
were found have capacity for the H-15 loading and the floor system, including 
the slightly greater weight the new concrete-steel deck, has capacity 20% 
greater than the H-10 loading—that is, the H-12 loading, applied accordance 
with the American Association State Highway Officials Specifications. 
Therefore, special alterations were necessary raise the structure the 
traffic requirements. However, when designing the new deck and hand-rail, the 
roadway was widened from 21.25 ft, and the width the sidewalk was 
established 10in. The new steel and foundations were designed for the 
H-15 loading, and since the steel the main trusses such excellent condi- 
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tion that will probably last indefinitely properly maintained, possible, 
future traffic demands it, revise the entire structure the H-15 loading 
relatively little cost. 

the basis replacement costs the State Highway Department, re- 
pairing the damaged span, provided adequate structure meet the traffic 
requirements approximately one-third the cost removing the old structure 
and replacing with new one the same capacity. the use the specific 
method adopted the work enough was saved provide for the new deck 
and hand-rail. 

compared the original structure, having span 540 with the 
spring-line pins below present high water, the reconstructed arch has 
span 486 with the spring-line pins above high water, assuring ample 
protection against repetition the damage the same high-water level. 

This work was done the engineering and erection forces the American 
Bridge Company, who furnished and fabricated the steel, and who furnished 
the erection equipment, co-operation with the engineers the Bridge Divi- 
sion the New Hampshire Highway Department and their construction 
forces. 

Although all operations were made difficult throughout the work weather 
conditions, ice, high water, and extreme cold weather the progress and the 
final results were very satisfactory the State Authorities and the bridge 
adequate every way for modern traffic. 
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Soc. (by writers greatly appreciate the comments made 
those who have discussed this paper. Mr. Ammann emphasizes the major sig-

which calls for the highest degree engineering judgment, talent, and experi- 
ence. The final design and its analysis are usually routine nature. They 
demand technical skill, true, for their consummation, but they rarely 
result major changes conclusions already reached result thorough 
preliminary studies. Mr. Fischer, apparently, does not recognize distinction 
between, nor the relative importance of, preliminary and final design. Which 
more important—making the decision that the stiffening truss the Bronx-

making the analysis the final design, the deflection theory one 
form another should used. Mr. Moisseiff prefers the deflection theory 
expressed exponential formulas, which require computing machine for 
accurate results. The writers prefer the deflection theory expressed terms 
trigonometric series, which gives just accurate results with ordinary 
slide-rule. That matter personal preference. 

Mr. Fischer believes that the elastic theory can used for spans less than 
750 long. The writers see merit using theory analysis which 
definitely erroneous. They heartily agree with Mr. Moisseiff when states, 
“The elastic theory has outlived its usefulness tool for designing suspension 
Moreover, any preliminary design method based the elastic 
theory may lead distinctly erroneous conclusions, when one realizes that 
there are thousand possible stiffening trusses various rigidities for any 
suspension bridge. The elastic theory, which ignores cable deflections and 
dead-load effects, applied the Bronx-Whitestone stiffening girders 
designed, error. Other stiffening girders trusses might have 
been used which the error, using the elastic theory, would less; but 
they would stiffer—and more expensive. preliminary design method that 
does not disclose the true structural action little value the engineer who 
must make his choice primarily terms rigidity and economy. 

making economic studies, diagrams, such Figs. and plotted 
Mr. Karol applying the writers’ method, are distinct help getting 
the answer the following question raised the paper: 

more economical obtain stiffness increasing the chord section 
increasing the depth the 
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simple truss, increasing the chord area lowers unit stress. Increasing 
the depth truss also lowers stress. the other hand, the depth 
stiffening truss increased, the unit stress actually increased. unit 
stresses are too high, decreasing the depth and increasing the chord area will 
bring them down; but, the same time, the effect upon rigidity must 
kept mind. 

Messrs. Woodruff and Raab have presented interesting summary 
Table showing the effect moment inertia rigidity, associated with 
changes dead load floor slab and dead load trusses and 
desirable keep dead load down order save cable and tower steel. 
Using light-weight deck will help this, but the light-weight deck and 
the supporting floor steel may cost more than standard concrete slab and its 
framing. Will the saving one item offset the increase another item? 

Moreover, definite rigidity (whatever that may mean) attained, 
higher dead load help reducing deflections, but may cheaper 
use stiffer and more costly stiffening truss get the same result, order 
save cables and towers. 

Mr. Eremin states that there are various limitations the writers’ method 
which should considered designers, but fails point out any limita- 
tions significance. 

The writers are indebted Mr. Moisseiff for calling their attention 
the fact that the point maximum positive moment the Bronx-Whitestone 
Bridge point one-tenth the span length from the tower.

TRAFFIC PROBLEMS METROPOLITAN AREAS

cellent paper Mr. Reeder shows that city streets are not filled with human and 
mechanical disaster often thought. With the opportunities for conflict 
within the various traffic streams and eddies existing metropolitan areas, 
indeed surprising that there are not more deaths and injuries than there are. 

the problem traffic engineers schedule the movements vehicles, 
persons, and merchandise, within the traffic stream, that they are co- 
ordinated and made orderly and safe. Among the factors considered 
such program are the arrangement the circulatory system, land usage, 
location and density population, location employment offices, retail 
establishments and industries, and the location and usage recreational and 
educational centers. The relation these factors one another, and their 
influence upon congestion and accidents, make the traffic problem. 

Because accidents constitute the spectacular phase the traffic engineer’s 
work, there has been, and still is, insistent public demand that direct and 
positive action taken stop them. Mr. Reeder has presented many the 
methods used this direct approach. Automatic traffic-control signals, stop 
signs, speed control zones, and stated speed signs are among the con- 
trol methods described. connection with the latter device, should 
emphasized that difficult enforce sign reading “Slow Miles,” 
inasmuch the officer must pace the offender for reasonable distance 
order obtain conviction for offense. Furthermore, care must taken 
that local ordinance provides authority for such control device.

One the most prevalent locations for pedestrian fatalities the very 
outskirts cities along the major highways. Sidewalks are often lacking 
such places, highway lighting may poor non-existent, and the speed 
vehicles generally high. These factors combine make the zone the 
fringe cities produce fatalities high rate. 

Michigan was found 1938 that, all fatal pedestrian accidents 
rural trunk-line highways, 34% occurred within the zone extending mile out 
from the city limits. The rate per mile was found more than twice that 
the second mile zone, decreasing gradually from that point the distance 
from the city increased. This study focuses attention upon 
problem which both the rural and urban officials must co-operate. 

The genuine causes accidents and congestion metropolitan areas are 
usually such fundamental nature that their correction costly. For 
example, Detroit, was found that the city’s pattern streets 
radiating from the central business district emphasized the conditions con- 
gestion and hazard caused the present-day use the automobile cities 
planned for other kinds transportation. Studies traffic volumes, and 
the origin and destination traffic, disclosed that these down-town streets 
carried not only vehicles bound for destinations within the district, but also 
thousands other cars which passed through them distant destinations 
because adequate cross-town arteries were lacking. Investigation parking 
conditions, requirements, and habits indicated that desirably located off-street 
facilities were inadequate and that all the legal, and much the illegal, curb 
space was fully occupied. Not only were terminal facilities insufficient but 
the radial arterial streets were over-crowded for several miles away from the 
central business district. 

The results these unfavorable conditions upon business were revealed 
when comparisons traffic counts over period twelve years showed that 
the number people entering the district had actually declined although 
passenger car volumes had increased. Recommendations for dealing with 
these conditions included the construction new cross-town arteries and the 
substitution ample storage space the areas occupied deteriorated 
property surrounding the business district. making these recommenda- 
tions, the engineers went well beyond the act merely counting and analyzing 
traffic movements. They took into consideration both the general physical 
plan and organization the city, and the social and economic implications 
real estate conditions and about the central businéss district. 

Too often officials and the public fail realize the magnitude the traffic 
problem the losses attendant congestion and accidents. The work 
the traffic engineer, therefore, often handicapped through lack sufficient 


Street Traffic—Detroit,” Michigan State Highway Dept., 
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funds proper interest his plans. For example, traffic report Toledo, 
revealed that traffic accident losses amounted 022 325 annually, 
compared with annual fire losses less than one-third that sum, 
$311 802; yet more than was allotted the fire department for each dollar 
actual fire loss, whereas the traffic control and betterment services received 
only cents for each dollar traffic accident loss. Similarly Louisville, 
Ky., whereas average cents was spent prevent one dollar’s worth 
fire loss, only cents was spent prevent equal amount traffic 
loss.

examples were not used substantiate certain assertions, because civil engi- 
neers have analytical minds and are impressed facts and figures. 

Under the heading ‘‘Helping Traffic Through Danger the author 
presents, admirably, the advantages careful engineering planning making 
streets safer designing, locating, and operating traffic signals, signs, and 
markings take the out driving. person could 
probably learn run locomotive easily could motor vehicle, but 
one would think letting him run that locomotive even mile along the 
track unless knew all the rules the road and had carefully planned signals 
guide him. 

The importance that Mr. Reeder attaches accident records 
functional data for correcting spots” cannot stressed too greatly.

should receive due attention time; but this stage they are consequence. 

Since beyond question that the main cause dike failures the direct 
attack the river (that is, the deep-water channel) the dike, obvious 
that the only method preventing those attacks prevent the main channel 
from running too close the dikes. 

the writer’s the Chinese Government explained detail 
how this could done. The method advocated was construct ade- 
quate system groins and parallel works with view keeping the channel 
fixed position. matter fact the authors advise, principle, 
similar procedure. The width that should given the channel matter 
conjecture, least for the present. would advisable, however, 
make ample the outset because far less costly lengthen the groins, 
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case they should prove too short, than make them shorter. 
certain length these regulation works should not higher than the foreshore, 
although they should slope upward slightly from the new channel alignment 
(normal lines) the direction the dikes. Perhaps this will render neces- 
sary, some places, give them slight elevation with respect the general 
ground level. The remaining length the groins—that is, the distance outside 
the future high-water channel—can raised above high-water level. 

Groins should built close together those stretches where the new river 
alignment designed close the present side the channel. course, 
not necessary extend each groin far the main dike; but series 
groins may grouped together means dam parallel with the river, 
connecting the latter with only one dam across the foreshore with the dike. 
the writer’s firm belief that this way the danger breaks can reduced 
minimum. the same time the channel, being kept within bounds, 
cannot widen itself during freshets does now; consequently dissipation 
energy can occur (at least from that cause) that, incidentally, more energy 
will available for carrying silt. Whatever the relation may between the 
velocity the current and its capacity for keeping silt suspension, there can 
doubt that river which free erode its channel (or capable main- 
taining one course, widens the expense serious scour) cannot possibly 
have the same capacity for carrying load channel whose width fixed.

The writer does not believe detention basins the hills, however. These 
must considered temporary measures only, without any lasting merit. 
The writer keenly favor spillway basins the plain, however, not 
much because they will reduce the discharges and flatten the peaks the 
freshets, but because they will tend desilt the water. doing this the na- 
tural plainbuilding process with which Man has interfered least restored 
extent.

Before ending his comments the authors’ valuable paper the writer wishes

results lower bids for the contract work because bidders not 
have the information, they are certain make liberal allowances for con- 
tingencies. recognized, also, that engineers are subject the temptation 
make the contract appear attractive bidders. facing this situation 
the Courts have adopted certain rules which are undoubtedly fair and equitable. 
The difficulty arises the application these rules the great variety 
facts presented. 

Borings.—It will probably most helpful discuss first the matter 
borings. borings have been made, bidders for the work should have the 
advantage such information those borings disclose. question for the 
engineer how this information should given bidders. 

When engineers use borings, they draw lines from one boring another 
and assume that between the borings the material will substantially the 
same that indicated the borings. The Courts have recognized that this 
assumption not always accord with the fact. The Court ruled Elkan 
vs. Sebastian Bridge District (25) that the giving borings not warranty 
the condition the subsoil between the borings; and that all the owner 
warrants that the borings have been correctly shown. Groton Bridge 
and Manufacturing Company vs. Alabama and Vicksburg Railway Company 
(24) the contractor for the construction bridge piers complained that the 
material encountered was unlike the material shown borings which had 
been made near but outside the location the piers. The borings had been 
plotted correctly, but there was dip the strata between the borings. The 
contractor did not recover. 

Detroit Ry. Co. vs. Guthrie and Company, Inc. (28) the speci- 
fications stated that the borings showed blue clay borrow-pit below 
the surface. The contractor found much closer than that the surface, 
but failed show that the borings were error that the site the 
borings the clay was less than from the surface. The Court ruled that 
the fact that clay was found near the surface was some evidence that the borings 
were erroneous, but that, standing alone, such evidence was not sufficient. 

The engineer may safely give bidders all the boring information 
his possession, provided given accurately and without concealment. 
Among the cases cited Mr. Herwitz which this had been done and 
which the contractors were not allowed recover increased compensation are 
Foundation Company vs. State New York (7); Pearson Son vs. State 
New York (8); and The Arthur Johnson Corporation vs. City New York 
(10). similar situation presented Murray vs. State New York (8) 
but with the added fact that reason prior contracts the same vicinity 
the contractor was entirely familiar with conditions and was not any way 
misled the borings. Irving Trust Company, Trustee, vs. City New 
York (21) presented instance which the boring information had been 
given the bidder exactly was received from the boring contractor. 
The borings were inaccurate but the Court found that there was proof 
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that the city was aware any condition different from what the borings 
showed, and disallowed the contractor’s claim. 

clear illustration the advantage telling bidders just what preliminary 
investigation has been made found Kelly vs. City New York (33) 
which the contractor was denied recovery notwithstanding the fact that the 
“probable surface shown the drawings was incorrect. The contract 
described, correctly, the preliminary investigation that had been made, stating 
that some rod soundings had been made and the results were shown the 
plan but were not warranted correct. This told the contractor exactly 
what had been done.

engineer who furnishes borings boring information bidder must 
exercise care that furnish all the information without distortion 
concealment. there has been distortion concealment which the 
contractor has been damaged, entitled recover his damages.

made some years earlier which indicated hard material. the Atlantic 
Dredging Company case (51) the borings were given correctly but they did 
not penetrate the full depth the excavation required; and, although the 
engineer knew that the reason for not carrying the borings deeper was that 
they had encountered hard material, nevertheless put the contract the 
statement that the material was believed mainly mud, mud with 
admixture fine sand. the Stewart and Company case (16) the State 
gave information indicating soft material but withheld other information 
indicating hard material.

information was not necessarily done intentionally with fraudulent motive. 
fact, the Christie case (13) there was question that the engineer 
honestly believed that the information concerning the logs and stumps was 
importance.

required that personally investigate that particular matter. 

Atlanta Construction Company vs. State New York (50) the contract 
contained similar statement and the contractor recovered additional com- 
pensation because afterward developed that the land which the stone 
was located was the possession life tenant who did not have the right 
sell the stone. The difference between this case and the Gross case (49) 
that this case the bidder had done what the contract required; had 
investigated and had found the stone. The Court found that there was 
mutual mistake but one for which the State was responsible reason its 
direction and statement the contract. 

Semper vs. Duffy (23) and Brennan Construction Company vs. State 
New York (49) are cases which the State merely gave bidders the reports 
the probable location materials, made its field engineers their 
superiors. The Court said that such reports were merely, directing 
him (the contractor) for inquiries what the State considered the nearest 
available source 

sub-contractor occurred Kuhs vs. Flower City Tissue Mills Company (48). 
The contract provided that good gravel would found the excavation, 
but sufficient gravel were not found, the sub-contractor should furnish gravel 
equal quality. There was some gravel but not enough. obtaining 
gravel from other sources the sub-contractor had done more than had 
agreed do. 

Other Cases Involving Representations.—Other cases the group character- 
ized lawyers “‘breach cases show the necessity for both 
care and good faith the making statements representations which 
may affect the cost the work. 

The leading case Hollerbach vs. United States (45). The facts are 
stated Mr. Herwitz’s paper. The lesson for engineers that general 
exonerating clause will overcome the effect positive statement negligently 
carelessly made contract. Another application the rule found 
Delafield vs. Village Westfield (46). 

the two foregoing cases the engineers did not know that their statements 
were wrong; but the statements had been made carelessly. Passaic Valley 
Sewerage Commissioners vs. Holbrook, Cabot and Rollins Corporation (17), 
the facts which are stated Mr. Herwitz, presents situation which 
the engineers did know that the borings did not disclose the true condition. 
They knew that the presence the cemented formation was essential the 
prosecution the work; and, they knew that the two prior attempts 
build the tunnel this formation had not been found. Their attempt shift 
the burden the contractor received from the Courts the treatment which 
deserved. 

Representations Ground Surface are two cases 
which the facts are very similar; one the contractor recovered; the other 
the architect and Board Education felt that the contractor should recover, 
but they were overruled the Courts. The first these cases Pitt 
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Construction Company vs. City Alliance, Ohio (37) which the Court held: 
That the contractor was entitled use the ground-surface elevations given 
detailed plan for the work; that was not required make survey 
determine that those elevations were correct; and, when was found that 
they were wrong, that should have additional compensation. the other 
Corporation vs. Board Higher Education the City 
New York (52) there was similar error the elevation ground surface 
given the plans; but here the Court ruled that the contractor could not 
recover. The reason for the difference the two decisions that the 
Pitt Construction Company case the contract contained reference about 
checking the elevations although did contain the usual clause regard 
the contractor’s inspection the site. the Corporation case 
there was express provision the contract which required the contractor 
check the grades. 

similar result was reached Conners vs. United States (35) where the 
contract showed approximate rock levels but contained provision that the 
bidder must satisfy himself the accuracy these levels and rock 
surfaces general. 


Equality many the cases this subject 
there runs the question ‘‘equality opportunity.” conditions are such 
that the bidder’s opportunity know them good that the owner, the 
Courts hold that the bidder should have taken advantage that opportunity. 

Odell vs. City New York (6) the contractor complained excess 
quantity water encountered the construction part the New York 
City Aqueduct. The Court found that not only was there representation 
the quantity water that would encountered, but also that the time 
bidding, test pits along the line were open and the contractor had much 
opportunity the City estimate the quantity water. did not appear 
that either party had made any attempt measure the flow. Faber vs. 
City New York (22), the other hand, the Court held the City responsible 
for error the elevation rock, shown its borings, the ground 
that the rock surface was far below the bottom the river and that the 
contractor could not have been expected make borings. 

should noted, however, that provision that the contractor must 
inspect the site does not require that make borings other investigations 
determine that positive information given him the contract correct. 
For example, the Hollerbach case (45) the court remarked that the contractor 
might have ascertained the true nature the material back the dam the 
simple device making rod soundings, but view the positive statement 
the contract, was not required so. 

The rule seems that contractor may rely upon the accuracy 
the grades, including rock-surface elevations, given him the contract; but 
the contract expressly requires that check such grades elevations, and 
the conditions are such that might reasonably have done before bidding 
but has failed so, should not complain afterward found that 
the grades elevations were error. understood, course, that this 
statement not applicable case that involves deception. The author 
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has called attention the rule that man may contract against his own 
fraud, City Lima, Ohio vs. Farley (11), Bridger vs. Goldsmith (12). 

Prior Work Same question sometimes arises the right 
the contractor rely upon information obtained from prior contracts. 
Dunn vs. City New York (23) shows that bidder, who looks prior 
contract and assumes without investigation that the work required that 
contract has been fully performed, does his own risk. that case 
paving contractor assumed that the grading had been done under prior 
contract. His own contract required that grading and could easily 
have ascertained whether not any grading was necessary. The Court held 
that the specifications the prior contract, which were not made part 
his contract, did not constitute representation which could rely. 

Cauldwell-Wingate Company vs. State New York (35) the specifica- 
tions for the prior contract were referred the claimant’s contract. The 
contract was one build the superstructure the State Office Building 
New York City. The prior contract was one build the foundations. Be- 
cause unexpected sub-surface conditions, additional work requiring nearly 
year for its performance was required the foundation contractor, and this 
delay increased the cost the superstructure. The contractor for the super- 
structure recovered, notwithstanding the contract provision that should 
not entitled damages for any delay from any cause, including the act 
neglect the State. 

Cases Which There Was establish claim for 
increased compensation account alleged breach warranty the 
contractor must show that information has been given him upon which 
relied making his bid and that such information was erroneous. must 
show also that had right rely the information. The claims the 
contractors several the cases cited Mr. Herwitz failed because 
representation had been made. 

example this Allen Spooner and Son Ine. vs. City New York 
(21) which the contractor complained that had encountered loose rock 
the construction pier. The City had shown two typical cross-sections, 
one for solid rock and one for loose rock, and had stated the contract that 
core borings had been made. 

another case, Maryland Casualty Company vs. Board Water Com- 
missioners (39), rock grades were shown the plan but specifications required 
that the excavation carried the grade shown such increased depths 
may necessary obtain firm foundation. The contract contained 
separate unit price for extra excavation below the grade shown, and this 
price had been paid the contractor. The Court ruled that this negatived 
the idea representation that the rock would the grade shown, and 
that the contractor had received all the compensation which was 
entitled. 

Simpson vs. United States (41) the work was done according plans 
which the contractor had himself prepared without any information whatever 
from the United States sub-surface conditions. was his responsibility, 
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not that the United States, that the design was not suited the conditions 
which existed the site. 

Weston vs. State New York (63) was case which the contractor 
claimed increased compensation because was required excavate more 
rock than was indicated the engineer’s estimate. had been paid the 
rock-excavation price for all rock removed. Court ruled that there 
was claim deception, inequality, inequity, the contractor was not 
entitled increased compensation. 

The Weston case (63) presents the question the contractor’s rights 
under unit-price contract where there has been increase the quantity 
one item. the usual case such increase does not entitle the contractor 
any payment beyond the unit price bid; but this rule not applied the 
increase great change, radically, the nature and cost the contract 
whole. 

Specifications Should Describe Finished Work, Not Methods Construction. 
—The aforementioned cases have dealt with representations the work 
done conditions affecting the work. There another group 
cases that should helpful engineers the matter drafting specifications. 
contractor who has done the work according the specifications entitled 
paid the contract price although the result may not what the owner 
anticipated. three the cases cited Mr. Herwitz, MacKnight Flintic 
Stone Company vs. Mayor (65), Filbert vs. Philadelphia (65), and Kuhs vs. 
Flower City Tissue Mills Company (48), the owner sought obtain water- 
tight construction, and for this purpose gave the contractors specifications 
which described detail how the work should done. each case the 
contractor had done the work according the specifications, and each case 
the Court ruled that the contractor was entitled paid even the structure 
leaked. another case, Montrose Contracting Company, Inc., vs. County 
Westchester (66), the owner had specified the methods used the con- 
struction sewer tunnel. was shown that those methods were appro- 
priate for the construction tunnel free air, but not for one compressed 
air, and the Court held that the specification those methods constituted 
representation that the job was free-air tunnel. 

Mr. Herwitz has presented two cases which involved the same legal 
principle the foregoing cases, but which relate the plans rather than 
the specifications. United Construction Company vs. Town Haverhill 
(38) the Court held that contractor who had built bridge piers solid ledge, 
the depths indicated the drawings, was entitled paid even the piers 
were washed out subsequent storm. United States vs. Spearin (65) 
the Court held that contractor who had constructed drain and had con- 
nected with existing drain, required the plans, was entitled the 
damages suffered reason the fact that the existing drain was not sufficient 
carry off the water which accumulated the work during storm. 

The principle that underlies all the cases this group that the owner 
responsible for the sufficiency the drawings and specifications. If, because 
defects the drawings specifications, the completed work defective, 
the expense doing the work has been increased, the contractor has been 
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induced bid too low price for the work, the responsibility upon the 
owner, not upon the contractor. 

Questions Arising During Performance Work.—Mr. Herwitz has also 
cited group cases involving questions that have arisen during the per- 
formance contract work. The questions presented not relate the 
assumption risk subsoil conditions, which the subject Mr. Herwitz’s 
paper, but they are such importance engineers and contractors that 
fortunate that has considered them. 

The first these questions relates the engineer’s final certificate. Nearly 
every construction contract contains provisions that the final certificate the 
engineer conclusive upon the parties and that such certificate must made 
and filed before the contractor entitled receive his final payment. There 
doubt that the certificate made good faith and accordance with 
the terms the contract, conclusive, and the contractor cannot recover 
payment under the contract more than the sum certified, O’Brien vs. City 
New York (5) and United Construction Company vs. St. Louis (32); but, 
the Courts are convinced that injustice has been done either because the 
engineer has been arbitrary the making his final certificate because 
has misconstrued the contract, they not hesitate set aside his certificate 
and determine for themselves the sum due the contractor, White vs. United 
States (77), Smith vs. United States (78), St. George Contracting 
Company vs. City New York (79). The rule firmly established that the 
final certificate not bar action for damages for breach contract 
breach warranty the making contract, Kuhs vs. Flower City Tissue 
Mills Company (48), Faber vs. City New York (22), and Borough Construc- 
tor Company vs. City New York (41). 

Changes Work.—Few large jobs are completed without changes the 
drawings specifications, additions the work, elimination parts 
the work. the work rendered more expensive, whether because unfore- 
seen conditions existing when the contract was let, Faber vs. City New 
York (22), because any act neglect the owner after the making 
the contract, Sundstrom vs. State New York (9), Feeney and Sheehan 
Building Company vs. State New York (9), Thileman vs. City New 
York (55), the contractor entitled increased compensation. such case 
written order necessary and the sum recovered the contractor 
technically recovered damages, not payment for extra work. 

The elimination work frequently results hardship the contractor 
because making his bid has apportioned his indirect cost, overhead, 
and profit over the pay items the contract. The elimination work does 
not usually reduce the amount the contractor’s indirect cost and overhead, 
and certainly deprives him part his undistributed profit. Notwith- 
standing the hardship imposed, the Courts enforce contract provisions 
permitting the elimination work without liability for anticipated profits. 
Kinser Construction Company vs. State New York (64), and the case 
New York City subway contracts, the Courts have enforced provision that 
work may eliminated without liability the contractor for anticipated 
profits, overhead, damages. Del Balso Construction Corporation 
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City New York (64) the Court said that the contractor must have had the 
contract provision permitting omissions mind calculating his overhead 
when preparing his bid. Even the bidder does have mind, however, 
what can about it? cannot foretell what items will omitted, and 
certainly the City will not want bidders add contingent item cover 
possible omissions work. view this decision, the Board Transporta- 
tion, City New York, should revise its omission clause, or, wishes 
retain the unrestricted right omit parts the work, should make provision 
for payment contractors the proportionate part indirect cost and 
overhead applicable the work omitted. 

Conclusion.—A discussion these cases would not complete without 
restatement the rules observed the engineer, and other rules that 


should observed the contractor. Among those rules the following stand 
most important: 
For the engineer— 


(1) The proposed contract must describe, 
correctly, all the work that the contractor will required do; 

(2) All available sub-surface information should given bidders with 
complete information how, when, and whom such information was 
obtained 

(3) general statement concerning sub-surface conditions should not 
made unless known that such statement correct; 

(4) owner who has given the contractor inaccurate incomplete boring 
information responsible even the boring information not made part 
the contract; 

(5) contractor not required make surveys, soundings, borings 
determine whether not the information given him the contract correct; 

(6) The Courts not look with favor upon one-sided contract, contract 
that attempts shift all the risk the contractor; 

(7) there subject which information not complete and 
which intended that the contractor shall assume the risk, the contract 
should refer particularly that question and the risk assumed should 
clearly stated; and 


(8) The specifications should tell contractor what do; they should 
not tell him how it. 


For the contractor— 


(9) The entire contract and specifications should studied with particular 
reference any provision directing attention special subject (it may 
assumed that the engineer did not insert such provision unless the subject 
one concerning which there was some uncertainty); 

(10) bidder should always inspect the site and charged with knowledge 
everything visible such inspection; 

(11) bidder not usually required make borings other sub-surface 
investigation, particularly that work has been done the owner; but the 


bidder required make any reasonable investigation which time and 
permit; 
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(12) Unless prior contract for work the site referred the contract 
for which bid being made, the bidder not justified assuming that the 
work has been done according the drawings and specifications such prior 
contract; and, 

(13) The owner primarily responsible for the sufficiency the drawings 
and specifications; but this will not protect the contractor knows, from 
facts presented him facts that were visible when made the contract, 
that the drawings and specifications were not adequate.

struction contract involves least some features, the details which are 
not predictable the time letting, and these must appraised, when en- 
countered, and allowed for the final settlement. 

Despite the most careful soil investigation and borings, made obtain data 
for foundation design, there will usually develop, during construction, more 
less material variations the character and required depth excavation, 
resulting modifications from the design originally prepared. pass this 
risk the contractor, usually done, introducing cleverly worded 
clauses into the specifications, unwise and unbusinesslike, and generally leads 

the designing engineer expects deal honestly with the prospective 
contractor, should write his specifications with that end view. should 
expect pay for everything that stipulated done furnished without 
hoping get something for nothing. Neither should the owner have pay for 
anything not obtainable fact. 

Therefore, why not write clearly worded specification covering everything, 
far knowable, exact businesslike language, leaving the unforeseen even- 
tualities dealt with under supplemental written agreements, and thus avoid 
serious disputes the time final settlement? 

The wide variety cases cited the author illustrates the attitude the 
Courts when called upon clarify the business relations between owner and 
contractor, resulting from doubtful contradictory requirements the 
specifications with regard the amount work performed, usually 
under lump-sum contract. 

the engineer cannot stipulate, clearly, the exact quantities work which 
the contractor perform, and yet expects hold the latter lump-sum 
price, must also expect obtain excessive bids covering the unreasonable, 
inadequately described, features the proposed work. Later, the con- 
tractor finds himself party losing contract, the case goes Court for the 
final adjudication disputes following the wake ambiguous contract. 
matter fact, lump-sum bids are generally unfair both owners and 
contractors and should avoided.

The practice awarding contracts only the lowest responsible bidder 
makes mandatory provide method obtaining comparable bids, but 
not necessarily lump-sum bids. This can best accomplished incorporating 
the tender approximate estimate quantities each kind work 
materials furnished, the bidder merely supplying the requisite unit prices 
determine the aggregate amount the proposal. The same unit prices 
should later apply changes the estimated quantities made necessary during 
prosecution the work additions to, abatements from, the estimated 
quantities arriving the final estimate and settlement. 

Extras, limited work materials not covered the drawings and speci- 
fications, and hence not contemplated under the contract, are paid only 
accordance with supplemental written agreements cost-plus basis. 

There will always abundant evidence cast doubt the most carefully 
made soil investigation, and nothing further necessary start controversy 
whenever the contractor sees his way clear recover. One the most fertile 
contentions for extra compensation that not all the information was disclosed 
the time bidding. 

The result obtained from the soil investigation should accessible all 
bidders merely for what worth, frankly recognizing the approximate, 
even erroneous, character the information, with clear statement that all 
departures from the design data and changes foundations finally decided 
upon and built, shall adjusted the final estimate the unit prices named 
the bid. 

each intending bidder were obtain his own information, this would 
necessitate duplicating the soil investigation, which impractical. Any re- 
quirement whereby the bidder obtain technical data relative depth and 
character foundation, ground-water, pumping, sheet-piling, etc., and then 
held responsible for the outcome, manifestly unfair amounts doing 
precisely what the designing engineer supposed obtain the required 
information for his own use and for all intending bidders. Contractors should 
not penalized for shortcomings the design. This the responsibility 
the engineer. 

The very valuable advice contained Manual No. may regarded 
enabling act specification writing; but here again one finds wide divergence 
the quality the product put out different writers. sometimes easier 
tell the other fellow how something than oneself. 

The author has presented innumerable cases which terminated disputes 
connection with and has cited the decisions rendered 
the Courts the basis facts disclosed each case.

Manifestly, statistical methods not furnish all the answers 
questions floods because those problems are too diverse solved any 
one line investigation. For certain phases flood studies, however, the 
writer believes that they are indispensable. 

Before discussing the phases for which statistical methods may used, 
desirable dispose one subject for which they are not suitable. 
ject the determination possible maximum (not probable maximum) flood. 
Statistics reveal what has happened; sufficient observations are available, 
they will indicate what will probably happen; but, they cannot tell all that can 
occur unless the maximum has already been experienced. Statistics reveal the 
maximum flood record, but the record does not necessarily include the max- 
imum possible flood. That flood can estimated best meteorological and 
hydrological studies determine the greatest storm run-off, constructing the 
flood means the unit hydrograph. 

The principal purpose frequency curve the calculation annual 
flood losses for economic study and comparison with costs proposed protec- 
tion; and for that purpose the writer has found the statistical methods (meaning 
the methods based the mathematical theory statistics and the theory 
probability) far the soundest and most satisfactory. 

The Committee states Paragraph 9(a) that fundamental error in- 
volved the assumption that all flood data are homogeneous. this assump- 
tion really error, fundamental otherwise? Assuredly, series floods 
can selected that each will substantially independent the others, 
barring the accidental chance occurrence one flood the end another 
immediately preceding, and sufficiently large that ground-water or, rather, its 
fluctuations, are negligible compared with the total discharge.

Independence observations 
one the basic requirements for the application the methods statistics 
and probability that the condition which the Committee alleges obstacle 
the use statistical methods reality additional reason for their use. 

similar situation independent causes arises the theory errors. 
stated the late Mansfield Merriman,® Am. Soc. E., actual error 
reading level-rod, for example, the net result arising from different causes, 
many all which may wholly independent. Nevertheless, one 
questions the applicability the normal Gaussian probability function 
the solution the problems errors. 

true, course, that the Gaussian function not applicable extreme 
skew data such flood magnitudes; but, has been shown’ that the Gaussian 
normal equation only small part the theory probability. That 
theory has been expanded and other probability functions have been developed. 
One such function contains logarithmic transformation the variate; that is, 
uses the logarithms the errors instead the errors themselves variable. 
This type will handle the data flood magnitudes readily the Gaussian 
handles the data errors. 

question whether not anything could gained dealing sepa- 
rately with the floods resulting from various causes. The total number 
floods experienced given period time—say ten years—is the sum 
those resulting from the various individual causes; likewise, the probability 
the occurrence one flood from any cause the sum the probabilities 
flood from the individual causes. Furthermore, dealing with floods any 
one particular location, empirical constants (parameters, semi-invariants) 
must derived the statistical methods from the observed data for other 
methods. the statistical methods the constants are tied into sound mathe- 
matical theory which not done other methods.) does not seem probable 
that any advantage can gained separating the floods accordance with 
the causative factors over the results obtained combining the floods 
the other hand, there will fewer data for each flood cause and 
consequent diminution accuracy the derived constants. 

may not out order discuss here some the causes floods and 
their variations. Floods are the result two general causes—excessive rainfall 
and rapidly melting snow. These causes may operate singly combination. 
The precipitation brought various types storms, including cloudbursts 
and hurricanes.

and other conditions prevailing the region. For the larger water-sheds the 
temperate zones, floods are the result the rapid lifting warm, moist, 
tropical air mass over mass cold air, action not infrequently operating 
under unusually steep gradient barometric pressure. The occurrence 
such lifting over particular basin matter chance, depending upon the 
variable meteorological factors causing the storm. may occur over the center 
the basin which, that case, would receive the maximum precipitation; or, 
may occur adjacent region that only fraction the maximum would 
felt. All elements the storm are subject variation: Humidity mois- 
ture content the air, steepness slope the cold front and the consequent 
rate lifting, wind velocity (which the rate supply moist air), and 
finally, the precipitation, which varies from place place and time time. 
However, not every contact diverse air masses results excessive precipita- 
tion. the area covered heavy rainfall varies widely from small 
areas covered cloudbursts 000 more square miles covered extensive 
air masses. 

The snow cover and its water content varies greatly since dependent 
upon the precipitation the preceding season and the occurrence absence 
previous snow melting. The existence heavy snow cover the time 
arrival warm, tropical air mass chance contingency; and, finally, the 
condition the ground surface varies much from season season, and may 
sufficient factor make prevent flood. 

fact, variation magnitude and other characteristics conspicuous 
feature all meterological and hydrological phenomena. only natural, 
therefore, that the mathematical theory probability utilized the 
statistical methods should the logical method analyzing flood data. 

The probability many meteorological phenomena calculable well- 
known laws probability. The distribution the magnitude annual rain- 
fall fits the normal law® closely. Studies made the writer show that the 
distribution the annual number thunderstorms (of which the cloudburst 


probably variant) and the tropical hurricane follows closely the Poisson 
law small numbers, namely, 


which P(n) the probability that events (thunderstorms hurricanes) will 
occur given interval time when the average number and the base 
the The probability magnitudes daily rainfall may 
calculated logarithmic transformation the normal probability func- 
tion. view these considerations seems inevitable that floods which 
are only result meteorological and hydrological causes should amenable 
the theory statistics. This does not mean, however, that any statistician 
can compute the frequency floods formula, but does mean that the 
engineer trained hydrology has another powerful tool for his use.

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true that the statistical methods not permit much consideration 
the historical floods because the basis such methods rests complete dis- 
tribution magnitudes, from the lowest suitable value the highest. This 
distribution small, medium, and high floods such importance, however, 
that the omission few scattered historical floods from the computation 
relatively small matter. 

The Committee (see Paragraph 9(c)) seems emphasize the factor 
judgment. Other viewpoints seem preferable the writer. Mr. Charles 
Hardy, discussing economic risk, declares® that estimates probability fall 
into three classes—(1) mathematical, (2) statistical, and (3) judgment. 
states further that judgment only crude application the statistical 
method. Usually judgment used unaided only when nothing available 
serve basis for calculation. However, every suitable aid should certainly 
used its guidance. 

Nevertheless, the statistical method leaves ample opportunity for the exer- 
cise pure judgment the part the hydrologist. opportunity presents 
itself every application the theory set observations. may 
desirable, for example, weight certain Judgment indis- 
pensable the interpretation the results; but this exercise judgment 
required not because judgment superior calculation, but because calcu- 
lation possible certain imponderable phases the work. 

the records stream flow become longer, the data flood discharges 
become more plentiful; the distribution curves (that is, the statistical sense, 
the proportion data low, medium, and high magnitudes) become better 
defined. The increase data high floods especially helps determine the 
probability extreme floods. difficult understand why longer records 
will affect unfavorably the use statistical methods analyzing flood data 
any more than the approximate graphic methods. However, the increased 
records obtained time passes will render the data isolated historical floods 
gradually less valuable because the additional continuous data flow will 
more accurate. Furthermore, the latter data will less affected the early 
development the country and the stage-discharge relationship will more 
certain.

With respect the subject flood damage, the Committee correct 
stating that research needed determine what may considered true flood 
damage and determine the relation between flood loss and what expenditures 
are justified for flood protection. Such research should undoubtedly fearless 
and unbiased. should just both those most cases, taxpayers) who 
will pay the cost and those who have borne the burden the economic 
development the country. 

Damage floods may compared damage other fortuitous causes 
events such fire, tornado, earthquake. The loss structures that 
survive ordinary floods and fail unusually large ones should surely accepted 
true flood loss. ascribe such losses intangible factor like “human 
require foresight the builders equal the hindsight the 
Committee. house may constructed inflammable material, but 
burned, fire loss; structure may flimsily constructed, but 
destroyed tornado hurricane, still chargeable those elements. 
Likewise, dam stands ordinary freshets, but fails large flood, 
still true flood loss. indeed fortunate that the bridges over the Ohio 
River did not fail during the flood January, 1937; but, they had gone out, 
the damage could still considered true flood loss which would equal the 
cost replacement less depreciation for the life the structure. 

Probably all cities and least the large towns were founded their sites 
because economic factors favored the location. Unless such factors promoted 
their growth, the first settlements would not have developed into the existing 
large communities, and long those factors continue operate, prac- 
tically certain that the cities will remain spite menace from floods. For 
example, the city New Orleans, La., was settled and grew into large city 
because its location, spite floods. Likewise, citiesin New England were 
built the banks streams obtain water power, regardless flood menace. 

Once large community has developed location, extremely difficult 
move it, for such evacuation means the abandonment much the accumu- 
lated Wealth. People will adhere the site where their wealth isinvested.

Mass evacuation ap- 
pears possible only the case the smallest settlements and scattered fringes 
the larger cities.

Forecasting future flood magnitudes probability methods likely 
highly inaccurate. understanding the limitations probability theories 
essential. The assignment time frequency flood stage magnitude 
often misleading, least the laity, who are vitally interested floods 
and flood protection. The term “100-yr flood” concise but not precise. 
better describe the flood use subsequent clause rather than 
antecedent phrase; for example, “that flood which present estimated 
will equaled exceeded during hundred.” many instances 
the entire idea frequency can well omitted without detriment the 
study context. 

Nevertheless, statistical methods have their place statistical problems. 
Economic studies determine the worthiness flood protection projects lend 
themselves well probability methods. Results may need frequent revision 
the light new records, but the best approximation the answer sought 
can obtained use flood and damage frequency studies. might 
well limit the use probability studies this phase the problem. 

The Committee correct stating that flood damage data are next 
importance flood records basic consideration flood protection. 
not meet this comment present thesis the mechanics compilation 
and classification damage data. However, passing, perhaps proper 
note that many compilations made within recent years are dubious value 
determining the economic worth protective measures because their 
groupings are political divisions rather than stream basins. 

basic philosophy and policy flood damages must established 
there can nothing except confusion thought. The definition losses 
may limited matter destroyed and rendered unfit for its intended usage 
and energy uselessly dissipated. the other hand, flood damages may 
considered include every economic and social disturbance that results 
either directly indirectly result flood.

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The Committee sets forth three classes damage that does not appear 
synonymous with considering flood damage, present 
development must considered correlatively. the damage would not 
have occurred the particular time did occur without the existence 
flood, then the damage flood damage. true that certain damages 
should not considered when computation prospective benefits from pro- 
tection made because certain damages are non-recurrent non-preventable; 
but this fact does not make the damages other than flood damages. 

the thought the report were carried its ultimate can held 
that damages are chargeable floods. All damages from floods are 
chargeable inadequate planning and lack foresight. This approach 
becomes academic, however; practical solution needed. The problem 
ascertain what damage elimination may properly considered benefit. 
corollary problem then determine against what items benefits should 
charged. 

Damages the structures Class are probably non-recurrent except 
for that part that might considered increased maintenance cost. the 
Committee states, the structures should proof against floods. Repair 
flood damage would then proper charge. However, present 
structures not proof against floods are place. Damage them cannot 
ignored not chargeable floods. The consideration should whether 
future damage can more economically cared for flood protection works 
local maintenance. bridge destroyed, its value not proper 
item include prospective benefit computations because its replacement 
should proof against floods. However, not destroyed and not 
proof against probable future floods, then benefits obtained its pro- 
tection are proper consideration. 

Items Class may considered similarly. Damages are more less 
non-preventable flood protection works. However, flood protection 
works will lower maintenance costs, the benefits are properly included 
determining the economic worth the proposed project. 

Perhaps only with the language that the writer disagrees and not 
with the basic thought the Committee. considers all damages floods 
attributable floods, but believes that the determination prospective 
benefits from protective works certain damages should not considered. 
This apparently agreement with the comments the Committee its 
discussion Class and Class items. 

Items Class III certainly should considered ascertaining prospective 
benefits. The structures this group should not have been built the flood 
plain, but, since they are located, they must protected. Actual and 
possible flood damages should considered determine whether flood 
protection the development, exists and will probably expanded, 
economically sound. Future development can regulated prevent damage 
the new improvements, but present developments must considered 
their present status. Economic consideration flood protection should not 
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those structures which should have been made proof against floods had been 
built. 

certain that damage data must receive careful study lest benefits 
include duplication, improper credits, inflated values. 
property depreciation values and appreciation property are considered 
some benefits. These may too readily exaggerated. The writer 
had occasion within the past year investigate these items community. 
was found that manufacturers hesitated buy certain lands subject 
recent floods. Accordingly, the land value was said have depreciated. 
Yet the same community, market values occupied land, equally subject 
flood, had not fallen. The lack logic there indicates that investigation 
must careful. Neither realtors, tax assessors, nor Chambers Commerce 
desire recognize such loss exists. Limited supply and high demand 
would possibly prevent depreciation values because flood, whereas surplus 
supply and limited demand would tend exaggerate depreciation. 

Furthermore, the determination this class flood-protection benefit 
there great possibility overlap with direct damage-reduction benefits. 
Direct damage may considered loss due increase rate deprecia- 
value the property. Both are measures the same loss. However, 
property depreciation would probably also include natural evaluation 
intangibles. would appear, therefore, that the determination potential 
benefits the direct damage private real property should not considered 
the value property depreciation can found. Consideration must also 
given the fact that the former the nature income loss whereas 
the latter capital loss. 

example similar one cited the Committee has been noted. 
manufacturing plant selected low flood-plain area river bend the site 
development. making the selection flood hazard was recognized but 
probable damage was offset decreased cost pumping water for manu- 
facturing processes. After heavy losses recent flood, the concern, stating 
its damages and for the time being omitting its benefits from years low- 
head pumping, sought public aid; and, rather interesting, although irrelevant 
here, was the fact that the concern was financed primarily foreign capital. 

Although the writer disagrees with part the Committee’s discussion 
damages, concurs with its principles and can only urge that the work

Discussion 


discussion, certain phases the beach erosion problem which Colonel Brown 
did not set forth his comprehensive paper, not intended criticism 
his failure discuss these matters. They are presented accordance with 
his request that his paper the subject full and free discussion all 
interested engineers. 

With full realization the correctness his assertion that every locality 
presents different problem, discussion should essentially confined 
within the limits engineer’s own experiences and observations, order 
that accumulation discussions will establish some definite fundamentals, 
first necessary know why certain problems exist, whether they are 
Man made Nature made. caused the activities Man, the engineer 
charge such activities should fully cognizant the future problems 
that are created. 

Two the factors that contribute the problem beach protection are 
the desire erect buildings ocean-front property, and the construction 
inlets for sanitation and navigation. not within the province the 
civil engineer protest these desirable and necessary activities when kept 
within reasonable limits, but his duty help solve the problems they 
produce. 

Colonel Brown cites the necessity for geological studies and establishes vital 
points his discussion littoral drift. Once the direction drift deter- 
mined important barrier hurdled. now accepted true that the 
general movement sand along the Florida east coast southerly direc- 
tion. principle was established the Florida State Geological Division.

inlet jetties the Florida east coast there accretion the north 
and erosion the south. certain instances sand tending pass 
inlet carried from the ocean through the inlet and deposited the bay 
the rear. This latter phenomenon tends destroy the purpose for which 
the inlet was constructed. attempt toward the solution the beach 
erosion problem the vicinity inlet has been attempted the Boynton 
Inlet, where the sand pumped from the north side system protective 
works the south side. Conditions the south have been considerably im- 
proved since pumping began. doubt general practice this kind will 
provoke objections from property owners the north side the inlet. 
certain instances may feasible pump sand that has drifted from the 
ocean into the bay back into the ocean the south the inlet. 

should emphasized that many instances beach erosion problem 
would not exist had inlets not been constructed. Therefore, serious considera- 
tion must given the civil engineer, during the design inlet, its 
ultimate effects adjacent property. 

Colonel Brown states that the progressive reduction length groins 
toward the ends protective system has proved successful some instances, 
whereas other cases has not been effective all. South Florida 
attempts have been made toward progressive reduction, but they have not been 
successful. should realized that after system protective works has 
been constructed the east coast Florida its extension the south will 
required eventually. 

The requirement advocated Colonel Brown that groin sand tight 
correct. This type has proved the most successful 
meable groins have been constructed, but there have been instances which 
they have been converted solid 

adopt ratio between the length the groin and spacing 
which one limit Colonel Brown’s suggested spacing, would radical 
change from the ratio now used southeast Florida where economical 
length groin approximately two-thirds the spacing. 

The length groin plays large part the extent which beach 
will build up. Miami Beach, where approximately 000 ocean front 
are protected city-constructed works, groins one system have length 
170 ft, second length 200 ft, and third length 250 ft. More 
extensive lengths beach have been built the areas having longer groins. 
all these systems the two-thirds rule has been followed. Naturally, 
many instances, such considerations depth water, wave action, and 
structural stability will determine the length. 

Other factors such wave height and life the structure should con- 
sidered, addition those mentioned the author, determine the profile 
groin. The inshore end groin should above normal wave height, 
not only because desirable have available beach high tides, but 
that such beach will formed that ordinary waves will break it, and 
not against the The back-lash waves breaking against sea-wall 
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and meeting the incoming waves will not only retard the building 
beach, but may prevent the making one. Where desired that the beach 
made naturally, would not necessary construct the inshore groin 
elevation above point where occasional heavy storms would deposit sand. 

Because the expense involved protecting beaches necessary, 
Colonel Brown states, study the history existing protective works. 
Florida, problems deterioration and structural stability enter into the 
economics groin design. localities such Palm Beach, where there 
strong surf, steel-piling has been badly eroded sand action. Miami 
Beach, where there comparatively light surf, there are only few signs 
steel erosion. When difficulties this kind are anticipated creosoted timber 
sheeting, designed that can renewed readily, should partly encase the 
steel groins. Corrosion steel groins appears minor importance. 
The sand covering the inshore end, and the continuous wetting and accumu- 
lation barnacles the outer end, are factors that retard corrosion. 

southern waters, toredo attack creosoted timber through field cuts and 
drill holes. The life creosoted timber can increased requiring all 
cutting and drilling done before treatment. Special care during con- 
struction has proved this method feasible. Miami Beach, where 
there 2.5 mean tidal range, steel groins braced creosoted timber 
wales and piles have been built such elevation, some instances, that 
normal water does not touch the timber wales. Groins this design, with 
inshore elevation 6.5 and offshore elevation 3.5 above mean low 
water, have functioned successfully. 

The forming deep water the end groin, eddies, makes special 
attention necessary for structural stability. Longer sheet-piles and heavier 
braces are advisable the affected areas. The placing granite blocks, 
such blocks are available reasonable cost, should effective 
strengthening the ends. 

Colonel Brown sets forth four important factors that should given con- 
sideration determining the proper height for bulkhead. The problem 
determining the height bulkhead has been comparatively simple Miami 
Beach. The top coincides approximately with the backshore terrace. The 
top elevation 8.5 above mean low water, which above the ocean water 
all times except during severe hurricane periods. build bulkhead 
hold back hurricane seas would not only unjustifiable economically, but 
would impair the appearance the beach and the view the ocean. 

Palm Beach the problem more difficult. that town there 
highway along the backshore terrace above mean low water. Generally 
the bulkhead has been constructed close the highway approximately the 
elevation the highway. 1937, bulkhead was constructed the seaward 
the customary location, elevation about above mean low water. 
Naturally, this method construction cheaper than the usual type. The 
height sufficient withstand ordinary seas. There not only expansive 
beach front, built the groins, but there also considerable sand 
space between the bulkhead and the highway. During hurricane seas there 
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would possibly some erosion the rear the bulkhead. However, the 
slope the sand between the bulkhead and the highway were constructed 
grade not much steeper than the slope the beach seaward from the bulkhead 
the tendency toward erosion could diminished. virtue the economies 
involved and the additional available beach space, construction this type 
worthy special attention and study. 

Corrosion steel piling bulkhead does not appear present serious 
problem only the exposed portions are affected. Since the exposed portions 
are shallow depth well-designed system inexpensive concrete cap can 
placed replace corroded portion. 

Colonel Brown has made excellent contribution the science beach 
protection and his excellent paper deserves place the library every 
interested civil engineer.

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signed not less than thirty Corporate Members, and submitted and acted upon 
follows: 

Amendments presented the Secretary not less than sixty days previous the 
date the Annual Convention shall sent letter the Corporate Members 
the Society, least twenty-five days previous the Annual Convention. Said 
amendments shall order for discussion the Business Meeting during such An- 
ual Convention, and may amended any manner pertinent the original amend- 
ments majority vote the Business Meeting during the Annual Convention, 
and, amended, shall voted upon letter-ballot form amended said 
Business Meeting; not amended, they shall voted upon letter-ballot 
submitted. The vote shall counted the first regular meeting October. 

Amendments presented the Secretary before the first Wednesday 
November, but later than sixty days previous the date the Annual Convention, 
shall sent letter the Corporate Members the Society least twenty-five 
days previous the Annual Meeting. Such amendments shall order for dis- 
cussion such Annual Meeting, and may amended any manner pertinent the 
original amendments majority vote the Annual Meeting, and amended 
shall voted upon letter-ballot form amended the Annual Meeting; 
not amended, they shall voted upon letter-ballot submitted. The vote 
shall counted the first regular meeting March. 

If, after discussion proposed amendment, either the general meetings 
the Society, the meeting shall decide majority vote, may refer the 
amendment Committee for further consideration, which Committee shall report 
the next general meeting, whereupon the amendment shall voted upon here- 
inbefore provided.

engineering recognized standing, and who resident continental United States 
Canada, need not furnish the names more than two Corporate Members 
whom known personally. applicant for admission the grade Junior who 
not graduate school engineering recognized standing may required 
take oral written examination under such conditions the Board may prescribe. 

Applicants for any grade who are not residents continental United States Can- 
ada may furnish the names two Corporate Members whom they are known per- 
sonally, together, with certificate membership engineering society the 
country which they are citizens subjects which they reside, lieu fur- 
nishing the number names Corporate Members otherwise required, provided that 
the qualifications for membership said Society are deemed comparable those re- 
quired for admission like grade the Society.

THE EIGHTY-SIXTH YEAR 


Nineteen thirty-eight appears have been year continued progress for the 
American Society Civil Engineers. the years since that first group 
men gathered November 1852 form association, the Society has increased 
nearly 15800 members. The Society’s major objectives have been maintained. 
With the years has been natural, however, that many new. methods attaining 
those objectives have been set operation. The formation Local Sections, the 
formation Student Chapters and the establishment other agencies intensify 
certain features are perhaps the more conspicuous these new methods. Efforts 
directed more the improvement the economic status engineers and particu- 
larly civil engineers have been intensified, more especially the past decade. 
Notwithstanding the expansion these efforts and methods, the fundamental objec- 
tive spreading technical information has never been maintained higher plane. 
Today the Society very complex organization functioning through its member- 
ship many directions. 


MEMBERSHIP 


The year 1938 closes with the largest membership ever recorded—15 794. has not 
been the year largest increase. Probably that can ascribed the continued 
poor economic conditions, resulting low rates pay and less permanence em- 
ployment. That, general, the total income civil engineers 1938 was materially 
less than 1929 1930, unquestioned. the face that fact that the con- 
tinued growth membership the more notable. 

Again this year the growth attributable chiefly the admission young men. 
December 31, 1938 those the Junior grade constituted 24% the total member- 
ship. evident that the Society must adapt itself more less proportionately 
the needs and preferences these younger men—a situation that has not been 
neglected many respects during the past years but which, perhaps, has not yet 
been fully met. The problem involved unionization matter touching them 
practically these days and has been, and should be, the continued and intensified 
duty the Society render them guidance and practical help their appraisal 
this new situation. 


Responsibility should properly laid upon the Local Sections the Society for 
effective action leading local improvements the economic status civil engi- 
neers. Problems relating the welfare civil engineers rise locally, and with many 
variations, and can settled most effectively through local agencies such the Local 
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Sections the Society. central unit such the Board Direction can, and 
should, promote general principles. This prepared with the aid the con. 
stant thought its Committees Unionization, Salaries, Registration 
Engineers, Public Information, and its newly formed Committee Professional 
Objectives. Through the Society’s staff, too, there can, should, gathered and 
disseminated, information effective measures which have been adopted here 
there; but has been found that local measures are most effective local problems, 
the end that Local Sections may become more effective, three measures 
have been adopted: First, the allocation all members some one another Local 
Section, and the formation new Local Sections that now the country fully 
covered such Sections; second, the granting the Local Sections material 
increase financial support that they may adjust themselves the solution 
these local problems; and third, intensification effort inform the public 
the work the engineer that the profession may esteemed more generally and 
more highly for the part plays this civilization. 

this past year special appointments have been made Local Sections, 
viduals committees, develop local publicity for the civil engineer. assist 
this program staff member, with journalistic training, was assigned prepare 
monthly bulletin suggestions releases information specially directed toward 
local newspapers. Also, director publicity has been attendance all Society 
meetings take immediate advantage publicity opportunities; and, between meet- 
ings has prepared numerous press releases national character. The net results 
their efforts securing newspaper cooperation have been most encouraging. 


PUBLICATIONS 


Several changes have taken place the publications the Society. The Annual 
Report was transferred from “Proceedings” the Year Book, thus leaving “Pro- 
ceedings” entirely technical character. That “Proceedings” constitutes forum 
for discussion technical character evidenced the fact that for each page 
new material there now the necessity count upon additional subsequent page 
discussion and author’s closure. This shows even greater interest technical 
matter than hitherto. Similarly “Civil Engineering,” that department known 
“Engineers’ Notebook” has had expanded give even moderate opportunity 
for the publication relatively brief but rather technical articles furnished the 
membership. 

Another noteworthy change the new practice diversifying “Civil Engineering” 
that each issue, far possible, attempts present least one article espe- 
cially interest each main field civil engineering. This departure from the 
previous procedure having four special issues each year devoted entirely papers 
originating meeting, and designed make each issue interest technically 
each member the Society. 

For those less technically minded but equally interested the affairs the Society 
new method reporting Board meetings “Civil Engineering” has been inaugu- 
rated. The Secretary’s Abstract, now discontinued, was brief listing all actions 
taken, with only occasional explanations. Now the background out which some 
the Board’s actions occur the general basis for treatment, the objective being 
apprise the membership generally the methods which the Board works and 
takes action some its problems. 
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This year has seen the largest volume regular Society publications, distributed 
the smallest cost production. 


TECHNICAL 


Particular study has been given the Technical Divisions this year and series 
By-Law changes already accomplished and process expected that greater 
degree effectiveness will attained. The Committee Research has been abol- 
and those Committees which formerly functioned through are now function 
under some one another the Divisions.

PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITIES 


all the Society’s numerous working units, designed improve the status the 
engineer, the newly formed Committee Professional Objectives has far the 
broadest scope. Many functions have been assigned this Committee, for study 
for aggressive action, all leading steadily toward greater recognition the value 
civil engineers the community. Five cardinal objectives are: (1) promote 
understanding among engineers, and between the profession and the public, order 
increase the usefulness the profession society; (2) the interest economy 
and public safety, encourage and demand wider use trained engineering talent 
the creation all types structures, especially public works, thus increasing 
public demand for engineers planning, management, and administration; (3) 
analyze the economic and social status the engineer the light national trends, 
and keep the Society’s members alert the implications its continuous find- 
ings; (4) establish “Clearing House” ideas for members the Society who are 
interested the affairs and development both salaried and employer engineers; 
and (5) serve agency through which the Local Sections can readily exchange 
ideas the solution any given problem their allotted fields endeavor. 

The Committee has other duties, addition which are the separate and co- 
ordinated functions such units the Committees Public Information, Salaries, 
Fees, Registration, and Unionization Engineers.

With view insuring that each issue, far 
possible, would contain technical material interest every reader, Civil Engi- 
neering 1938 abandoned the use “special” issues devoted papers delivered 
Society Meetings. Instead, these papers, starting with the April issue, were distributed 
uniformly, each issue being then brought into “balance,” nearly might be, the 
inclusion papers from independent sources, covering technical fields and geo- 
graphical areas not represented the Meeting programs. addition, cutting 
the maximum permissible length articles from pages and utilizing the quan- 
tity and 2-page articles, was possible increase the average number articles 
per issue without enlarging the publication. Finally, omitting the 1-page sum- 
maries formerly given Meeting papers scheduled for full printing Proceedings, 
all duplication between the two publications was eliminated and additional space was 
made available Civil Engineering for full-length articles.

There are four general meetings the Society; the Annual Meeting which held 
the third Wednesday January the Society Headquarters, West 39th St., 
New York, Y.; Convention which usually held midsummer; Spring 
Meeting and Fall Meeting. These last three meetings are held outside New 
York City. 

The Annual Convention held the area west the east line the states 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado and New Mexico; the Spring Meeting, south the 
north lines the states Oklahoma, Arkansas, Tennessee, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Maryland and Delaware; and the Fall Meeting the area north and east the 
previously named lines.

The Reading Room the Society open from every day 
except Saturdays when closed closed all day Sundays and 
holidays. 


PUBLICATIONS 


The Society issues regularly three technical publications, Transactions, 
and Civil Engineering which are furnished without extra charge the entire 
membership. 

Proceedings issued the 15th each month except July and August. con- 
tains only technical papers, and reports, and the discussions which they give rise. 

Transactions issued annually and contains technical matter which has appeared 
serially Proceedings collated make permanent record. Two indexes have 
been published, covering the years 1867-1920, and 1921-1934. These are sold for 
$4.00 and $2.00 respectively. 

October 1930, appeared the first issue Civil Engineering, monthly 
publication. carries the more animated and graphic articles submitted for pub- 
lication, and many Society announcements official and semi-official character 
which formerly were contained Proceedings. The Proceedings were thus simpli- 
fied, making more readily accessible those contributions engineering literature 
the more studious nature. The change contributes largely wider spread 
knowledge both Society and technical matters, providing, with Proceedings, two 
mediums different style expression and character content.

The Society welcomes papers and discussions engineering subjects for publica- 
tion. reserves, however, the right reject either papers discussions whole 
part and edit them under the guidance the Committee Publications. 
Upon acceptance the Committee Publications all papers become the property 
the Society. 

The Committee Publications has established the following policy regard 
papers from Technical Divisions and other papers presented for publication: 

(a) Addresses, lantern slide lectures, and papers describing local projects 
general semi-popular manner primarily enlighten visiting members are 
not published. 

(b) Technical papers, results research, and detailed analytical descriptions 
completed projects that are contributions permanent value, including such 
papers presented Society Technical Division meetings, may accepted 
the Committee, published Proceedings and later with their discussions, 
Transactions. (See paragraphs (f), (g) and (h)) 

(c) Papers less technical nature, descriptive pictorial character, 
relatively short size and free from highly mathematical treatment, may 
accepted for publication Civil Engineering.

The Council 
became the Department Science and Research the Council National Defense, 
and also the Science and Research Division the Signal Corps the Army. The 
National Research Council was permanently established peace-time basis 
agency the Academy through Executive Order the President, dated May 11, 
1918, issued the request the Academy. 

1917-18, order provide the National Research Council with resources for 
its operation, the Engineering Foundation contributed its income and gave the serv- 
ices its Secretary the Council. Appropriations for the expenses the Council 
were also made from the President’s emergency fund during the war years. Following 
the reorganization the Council 1919 for the promotion scientific research 
peace-time basis, fund was provided for its use the Carnegie 
Corporation New York. part this sum was used for the erection monu- 
mental building Washington, C., the headquarters the National Academy 
Sciences and the National Research Council. The building also provides space 
for changing series exhibits illustrating the advance science. The land 
which the building located, facing the Lincoln Memorial, was purchased funds 
contributed about twenty friends science. Since 1919 special funds amounting 
about $10000000 have been made available the National Research Council 
for the administration fellowships and for special research projects. addition 
the administration these funds, the Council has had part other co-operative 
projects toward which services valued large amounts have been contributed 
industrial corporations, universities, and bureaus the Federal Government. 

The Division Engineering and Industrial Research the National Research 
Council has its origin Engineering Committee the Council formed 1917 
and has its purpose: “To encourage, initiate, organize, and co-ordinate funda- 
mental and engineering research the field industry, and serve clearing 
house for research information service industry.” 

The four Founder Societies and eight other leading technical engineering societies 
have representatives the Division Engineering. The American Society Civil 
Engineers co-operating several research projects the Division.

Membership open any 
industrial, commercial, technical, governmental group concerned with 
tion work. The Association publishes monthly magazine, Standardization, 
for the benefit members and others interested standardization developments 
both here and abroad. 

The American Standards Association procedure—based the assent, affirma- 
tively expressed, those groups having substantial interest the completed work 
—insures broad acceptance for American standards. The Association approves all 
technical committees insure fair representation everyone concerned with 
particular project. These committces are like miniature legislatures set along 
industrial lines. Present procedure provides for several ways bringing projects 
for national approval with view toward flexibility meet the growing need and 
demand for American standards. 

Industry and government have reached high degree cooperation their 
joint standardization activities. the request the Secretary Commerce the 
American Standards Association carrying forward enlarged scale the develop- 
ment national building code, formerly undertaken the Department Com- 
merce. The American Society Civil Engineers taking very active part all 
this work. There also effective cooperation between the Association and the 
state highway, utility, and traffic administrations. The Government encouraging the 
extension the work the Association and the utilization its services in- 
dustry.

The American Society Civil Engineers represented the committees 
charge projects, and acting sponsor the case four these: Manhole 
Frames and Covers 35; Letter Symbols and Abbreviations for Science and Engi- 
neering 10; Building Code Requirements for Excavations and Foundations 56; 
Building Code Requirements for Iron and Steel, 57. 

The American Society Civil Engineers was one the five original bodies which 
organized the American Engineering Standards Committee 1918, which name 
the present Association was formerly known.
